Another reason advanced against 
the Government's construction was 
that “the whole history and life of 
the country is utterly at variance 
with any such construction.” 

Weuld Give Government Control. 

The necesSary result of such a 
construction, it was contended, would 
be to confer upon the national author- 
ities a general control over the press 
of the country. 

The Government's brief was argued by 
Attorney-General Wickersham, James 
Cc.

Senator Aldrich had no sooner start- 
ed back across the tracks when he was 
struck by a car. He was thrown sev- 
eral feet into the street and was picked 
up unconscions. 

Surgeons Work Two Hours, 

The Senator was taken to the home o€ 
hig son in an ambulance summoned 
from the Presbyterian Hospital. Three 
surgeons were called in and they worked 
for two hours, dréssing his injuries and 
giving him stimulants. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr., son-in-law of 
the Senator, was one of the first noti- 
fied and he reached the Aldrich apart- 
ments soon after the arrival of the 
Senator. 

Senator Aldrich is 70 years old. He 
has been visiting his son Winthrop for 
several weeks.

The inconvenience to accused, of be- 
ing subjected to prosecutions in sundry 
places where their alleged libels are 
circulated, was met with the argument 
that “the inconveniences which may bv 
suffered by criminals has not generally 
been regarfied as adequate for permit- 
ting them to operate without restraint.” 

The suggestion that the offense

OF LAST TIME HE 
SAW WIFE ALIVE 


Swears She Left His Home, 
Admits He Made No Effort 
“to Find Her. 


NAMES A MAN IN CASE 


Suggests ‘Missing’? Woman 
Went to Join Bruce Mil- 
ler, Her Chicago Friend. 
&.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—Dr. Hawley H. 


Crippen, accused of the murder of his 
wife, known to the theatrical profession 
matched wits today 
with Richard Muir, one of the most fa- 
mous criminal lawyers in England. 

The American dentist acknowledged 
the purchase of hyoscin, saying it was 
for medical uses, but he was unable 
to give the name of a patient to whom 
he had prescribed it. 

Mr. Muir, losing no time in prelimi- 
naries, asked Crippen whether he had 
seen or heard anything of his wife since 
early on the morning of Feb. 1. The 
witness replied in the negative, and in 
answer to further questions rapidly 
fired at him, said he could not prove 
any fact showing she left the house 
alive. 

He said he supposed she had gone to 
Bruce Miller, who lives in Chicago. 
That was the only guees he could make, 
He made no inquiries. The witness said 
he last saw his wife between 2 and 3 
o’clock on the morning of Feb. 1, when 
they retired. 

Prepares Own Breakfast. 

That morning he prepared his own 
breakfast. Returning home in the even- 
ing he found Mrs. Crippen had disap- 
peared as she-had threatened to do. He 
made no inquiries regarding the passen- 
gers listed on vessels sailing for Ameri- 
ca, nor had he since suggested that in- 
quiries regarding the whereabouts of 
his wife should be made. 

Mr. Muir suggested if the witness’ 
wife were alive she would call on her 
sister in the United States. Crippen’s 
reply to this was that if his wife had 
gone with another man she would not 
have “the face’ to go to her sister's. 
This opinion from the witness box drew 
forth a chorus of “Oh’s’’ from the spec- 
tators. 

The doctor could not saw whether his 
wife took any of her furs with her or if 
she had any quantity of furs and dresses. 

Regariling the disposition of Belle El- 
more’s jewelry, the witness said he con- 
sidered he was quite’ "ehtitlea to tell In- 
spector Dew he hadi nut pawned his 
wife’s Valuables,.as these had been pur- 
chaseca with his money and he consid- 
ered them his. He had used the pro- 
ceeds of the sales to pay for advertis- 
ing. He did not know what cash his 
wife had at the time she left him. 

“I asked her,” said the witness, “if 
she wanted any money. She replied 
‘No, I want nothing.’ ”’

In order to take a boy chum to a 
theater in an automobile, John Doyle, 
16 years old, practiced forgery and 
theft upon his employer, C. O. Smith, 
president of a plumbing concern at 618 
North Taylor avenue. Doyle confessed 
to Chief Smith Fridzy that he had 
robbed his employer of more than $200 
in ten weeks. He declared that he was 
first tempted ta steal by junk dealers 
who offered him cash for:his plunder. 

The youth related that one night he ang cor th Pg all-wool 
was at Delmar Garden with Frank tan, ete, for girls, 6 
Hussmann, 15 years old, 4524 Morgan $1. eet TY ——,o 
street, and that Hussman said, after f

“T’ll show you some style,” replied 
Doyle. “Tomorrow night I'll get an 
automobile and. we'll go to the theater. 

Auto Bill Comes to $16. 

The next morning Doyle’s employer 
gave him an order upon a plumbing 
supply house for one box of solder, 
worth $18. The youth raised the num- 
ber of boxes to four and sold the three ‘ 
extra boxes to a junk dealer for $2, 
At night, with his chum, he went to the 
theater in a big touring car, which 
they ordered to wait outside during the 
performance. The bill for the automo- 
bile was $16. 

“That was certainy fine,’’ Doyle says 
his friend @xclaimed when they reached 
home, \ 

‘O, that’s nothin!’”’ he answered with] 
a royal wave of his hand. “We'll do it 
again next week.”’ And they did. 

On Doyle’s confession, the police 
arrested Harris Rich and his son, 
Alex. Rich, junk dealers at 714 Carr 
sireet, to whom the boy says he sdld 
most of his loot. They denied ever 
making a purchase from him. De- 
tectives found a box of solder hid 
under the hay in their barn and 
seixed it for evidence. 

“Four months, ago,” said Doyle, “I 
went to work as an apprentice at 
$6 a week for C. O. Smith. In August 
he sent me with a wagon to gather 
up 560 pounds of scrap iron left over 
from a job he had completed. I was 
driving to the shop with the metal 
when Alex. Rich ran into the street 
and —— me. 


old Iron for 15 Cents. 
oe’ n° buy that fron from you,’ heé 


said. I thought it was waste metal’ 
of little value and sold it for 15 cents, 
My employer had so many jobs on) 
hand that he didn’t notice my failure 
to return the scrap iron. 

“Rich urged me to come to him when- 
ever I had metal to sell. This tempted 
me to continue stealing. 

“By raising the numbers of boxes of 
solder written on orders given me to 
fill, I obtained 19 boxes which I sold for 
$8 each to Rich.’’ 

From this statement, Doyle’s profit on 
his sales of solder alone was $152. Smith 
is charged with $347 worth of solder 
which he never received, but he said he 
had aot noticed the variances between 
his zilis and his orders of material. 

Th boy was caught through the vigi- 

lance of a clerk for the National Pluinb- 
ing Co., 110 North Twelfth street. Doyle 
had noticed that when one plumbing 
house did not have enough solder to fill 
his orders, they would give him an order 
upon another house for it. Tuesday he 
stole an order book from the N, O. Nel- 
son Manufacturing Co. and wrote an 
order for four boxes of solder, worth $76, 
upon the national company. 
When he presented the order Wednés- 
day at the National company’s shops, a 
clerk noticed that the handwriting was 
strange. He telephoned to the Nélson 
offices and received instructions to hold 
the youth. Smith was greatly surprised 
to learn that he had been systematical- 
ly robbed for more than two months, 
Doyle lives at 4348 St. Louis. avenue 
with his mother. . . 

Chief Smith said that he would ask 
for a warrant against the youth on the 
charge of obtaining goods under false 
pretences, and for two each against 
the junk men, charging them with re- 
ceiving stolen property and purchasing 
goods from a minor. A law establishing 
the latter offense was passed two years 
ago and was aimed especially at dealers 
in junk. 

Harris Rich was released at noor, 
the Prosecuting Attorney refusing to 
issue a warrant against him because 
‘|Deyle stated most of his transactions 
were with his son, Alex Rich. A 
werrant was issued against the lat- 
ter, charging him with buying from 
a minor.

Suffragettes two—count ’em—two, 
invaded Edwardsville, Ill., Friday. 
Miss Harriet Grimm of Canton, IIL, 
and Dr. Effa V. Davis of Chicago 
were all that were left of eight bat- 
tlers for women’s rights who started 
out from Chicago 10 days ago to 
make an automobile tour through Ils 
linois. 

Asked where the others were they 
replied, “Gone home.” 

“But we are going to stick it out 
until we have visited gvery county 
seat and every large town in South- 
ern Illinois,” said Dr. Davis. 

The first thing the suffragettes did 
when they reached Edwardsville 
showed their independence of mere 
man. They fired their chauffeur. 

They didn’t have to pay him off be- 
cause he owned the maghine’ He is 
Willlams Meyers of Canton, Ill., a re- 
tired farmer. After riding 12 hours in 
the automobile, the suffragettes decided 
that, like its owner, it also ought to 
be retired. 

Says Women Will Learn. 

Miss Grimm and Dr, Davis admitted 
that neither of them knows how to run 
an automobile and that they can’t find 
a woman who does, 

“But you can’t expect women to learn 
everything at once,’’ said Miss Grimm. 
“Rather than depend on a man to keep 
an automobile going we will complete 
our tour on interurban trolley cars. 
When women get the vote it will be dif- 
ferent.’ 

The suffragettes arrived in Edwards- 
ville Thursday night. When they found 
no, committees of women to welcome 
them they were greatly disappointed 
and decided to defer their meeting until 
Friday. 

Though Dr. Davis had notified the 
Mayor and Edwardsville members. of 
the Illinois Equal Suffrage Association 
that she was coming, she did not find 
‘ta speaker’s stand ready for her in the 
public square. 

She went to a grocery store and got 
a packing case. Putting this at the} 
foot of the courthouse steps, she mount- 
ed it with the assistance of Miss 
Grimm. A crowd of 300, mostly mere 
men, listened while she told them that 
women are ag well qualified as men 
to enjoy suffrage. 

Though theré was frequent laughter 
caused by her witty remarks, the crowd 
was respectful. 

Fee of $5 to Speak. 

‘Tt was a very different receeer 
from the one we received in Greenville,’ 
said Dr. Davis. 

“When we reached there yesterday 
we ‘found the State Tair in progress.

SAYS HE HAS PROOF 


Recalls the Storer Quarrel 
and Refers to Fund Raised 
by Harriman.

ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 21.—Twice in 
one spéech Prof. E. H. Woodruff of 
Cornell “University called Theodore 
Roosevelt a liar, once an “unmitigated 
liar.”

As soon as Prof. Woodruff found 
his feet he began to open the Bellamy 
Storer episode, which Col. Rooseveit 
only recently declared was closed. 
He charged that when the Colonel 
denied sending Bellamy Storer to the 
Vatican he was “an unmitigated liar’ 
and there were letterg in his office, 
said the Professor, to bear him out. 

The uproar over this attack had 
barely subsided. when the Professor 
said Roosevelt was “twice a liar’ 
when he denied that the late BD. H. 


Harriman had subscribed to a corrup- ; 


tion fund to be used for Roosevelt's 
election to the presidency. He closed 
with a quotation from the Italian his- 
torian, .Perrero, and transferred it 
from Cladius, to whom it was origin- 
ally applied. by the writer, to Roose- 
velt.

As John E. Redmond defined them in his St. 
Louis speech, the odds in favor of home rule 
for Ireland are .now as great as they were 
against it when the collapse of Gladstone’s 
home rule policies gave British Toryism full 
opportunity to show its meaning. 


As its spirit of coercive commercialism was 


defined by Cecil Rhodes, the British flag as the 
“greatest commercial asset in the world” floated 
over the ruins of republics in Africa, with home 
rule driven backwards at thé point of the bay- 
Onet and a wave of conquest sweeping areund 
the world. During that whole disastrous time, 
‘until British Tory policies had involved Russia 
and Japan in bloody struggle, followed by mas- 
sacre and an iron reign of terror in Russia, the 
little band of Irish Home Rulers who recognize 
Redmond as their chief, stbod virtually alone 
as the only unsurrendering, unintimidated and 
aggressive champions of the principle of civil- 
ization which the words “Home Rule” define.

Mile. Anne Pavlowa, the most grace- 
ful woman in the world, would tell you 
true gracefulness comes only after years

‘for a few general rules to be given to 


other, women who would fain be as 
graceful as she, Mile. Pavlowa shook 
her head in bewilderment. 

“But how can I give rules to be grace- 
ful,” she protested. “I started to dance 


‘when 1 was 10 years old and what |! 


learned as a child has become second 
nature to me now.’’ 

“Maybe if I ask you questions, 
will help,” 4 suggested. 

“Maybe,” agreed Mile. Pavlowa, “We 
will try.” 


“If a woman wishes to be graceful,”’ 
bogan Pavlowa, ‘‘the first thing to re- 
member is when she is Standing still to 
put all her weight upon one foot. 

“I do not mean to raise the other 
foot from the ground, but the entire 
weight of the body ought to come on 
one side. If a woman divides her 
weight evenly, stands squarely on both 
feet, her pose is military and mascu- 
line, there is no feminine droop. There 
should always be a line of flowing 
curves on one side of a woman’s body 
from her ear to her heel. She can only 
Obtain this effect by relaxing on one 
side and throwing her weight on the 
You will notice in most of the

figure has settled back upon one heel, 
one side of the body is firm and 
straight, the other is softer, the muscles 
resting.’’ 

Mile. Pavlowa caught her  negligec 
more closelyeabout her and showed how 
the attitude she meant raised one hip 


'gHghtly and allowed the shoulder to 


droop. 
“A woman cannot stand in a drawing- 


#room with her shoulders thrown back 


and her heels together like an officer 
in the German army,” laughed Pavlowa. 
“As for the throat,” she continued, ‘a 
woman must remember two of the most 
beautiful lines she has are there. There 
is the line from her ear to the tip of 
her shoulder, and the line from her ear 
to the little hollow at the base of her 
throat in front. 

It is always better to turn the head 


Slightly to arch the throat as a horse] 


does. It is infinitely more graceful to 
turn the body away, a little, from the 
person to whom one is talking, and to 
turn the head back toward them an 
toward the shoulder. There is more co- 
qnetry, more of the woman in this pose 
than in standing and looking directly 
into a person’s face. 

“Then remember never to draw the 
chin in; thrust it forward and slightly 
upward. - That makes a beautiful long 
line in profile. 

“As for a woman’s arms,” continued 
Paviowa, “she should remember never 
to make them straight. Most women 
are double jointed at the elbows so that 
if they put their arms straight before 
them the line is more than ungraceful, 
it is positively ugly. A woman's arm 
ought always to curve slightly and her 
hand should never be thrown back at 
an agle from her wrist—it ought always 
to continue the general line of the arm. 

“And a woman ought never to makea 
gesture higher than her shoulder with 
her hand or arm, unless she goes to the 
extreme and points directly upward. 
Large gestures, though, are out of place 
in the drawing room, although they are 
sometimes effective upon the stage. 

“And now in using the feet grace- 
fully,”’ said Mile. Pavlowa, ‘“‘it is more 
a question of using them properly and 
naturally. Unless one is standing still 
one should not use the Heel except as a 
sort of ballast. Standing for any length 
of time one naturally settles back upon 
the ‘heel, and that is permissible, but in 
walking the ball of the foot should be 
used. To run or to dance one quite 
naturally uses the extreme ball of the 
foot—almost the toes. 

‘And, while I think of it, the toes 
ought never to be cramped in a tight 
shoe. A woman could not possibly walk 
gracefully if the muscles of her feet 
were too tightly confined. 

“I think that is all I can tell you,” 
concluded Pavlowa; ‘but if women 
would only realize it, to be graceful is 
only to be natural. You never saw a 
child ,in an ungraceful attitude. It is 
because they are too young to be con- 
scious of their bodies; they use them as 
nature intended they should be used. 
For us who have grown and become 
conscious there is only one thing to do: 
Study to become graceful until grace no 
longer requires a thought.” 

And, altogether without meaning it, 
Mile. Pavlowa exemplified her words 
by dropping into a chair in an unstud- 
led pose of lovely weariness.
